We have received a letter from several 
residents of Sierra Madre who wish to remain 
anonymous. Our rules on “letters to the editor,” 
as you know, state letters must be signed.

Clarification of 

Cableporn Issue 

In order to correct any 
misconceptions as a result of 
omissions in reporting the de¬ 
cision of the Sierra Madre 
City Council, regarding cable¬ 
porn, it is essential to note 
that my recommendation (im¬ 
plemented by the Council) 
was that “no action be taken 
at this time.’’ This leaves 
the file open, pending possible 
action at a later date. 

This recommendation came 
as a direct result of a very 
satisfactory and most en¬ 
couraging conversation I had 
with Mr. Daniel Ritchie, 
President of Group W Cable 
in New York, the details of 
which I shared at the Council 
Meeting and offer here as a 
matter of public information. 

In that conversation Mr. 
Ritchie stated that Group W 
was most concerned over the 
cablecasting of explicit sexual 
acts as well as graphic vio¬ 
lence on various pay TV 
systems, and he reaffirmed 
the policy of his organization 
not to show this type of 
material. 

1 commented, “The name 
Westinghouse has always 
meant all that’s good for 
Family America,’’ to which 


he responded, “That’s exactly 
how we feel!’’ 

So much so, that Westing- 
house had hoped to purchase 
controlling interest in Show¬ 
time and in failing to do so, 
has opted to sell its 50% 
interest for $75 million, with 
sex exploitation being one of 
the reasons cited. Mr. Ritchie 
referred me to the breaking 
story in the Wall Street 
Journal that morning (Aug. 
24) portions of which I read 
at the City Council Meeting 
and which I quote here for 
the public record: 

“...Group W had been 
displeased with the pro¬ 
gramming content of 
aiowtime, which includes 
R-rated pictures and a 
segment called ‘After 
Hours’ in the late even¬ 
ing that features movies 
such as ‘The Happy 
Hooker Goes to Washing¬ 
ton.’ Group W, had it 
bought all of Showtime, 
planned to abolish that 
programming, Mr. 
Richie stated.’’

Fire Restrictions Noted 


Your Laws Read.... 


In response to a request 
from the Sierra Madre Beauti¬ 
fication Committee, the Sierra 
Madre News will feature one 
city ordinance in summation 
weekly. We hope publishing 
these laws weekly will serve as 
a reminder to us all who tend 
to forget what we can and 
cannot do legally in our town. 

(Continuation of nui¬ 
sances, site nuisance): 
Premises maintained 
so as to constitute a 
fire hazard by reason 
of woods, rank over¬ 
growth or accumula¬ 


tion of debris; land, 
the topography, geo¬ 
logy or configuration 
of which, whether in 
natural state or as a 
result of grading op¬ 
erations, causes ero¬ 
sion, subsidence, or 
surface water run-off 
problems of such 
magnitude as to be 
injurious or poten¬ 
tially injurious to the 
public health, safety, 
and welfare or to ad¬ 
jacent properties. 


The danger of wildland fire 
has increased to critical levels 
in the mountains and sur¬ 
rounding foothill areas of the 
Angeles National Forest. 

Since Aug. 16, Stage I 
fire restrictions have been 
implemented on the Angeles 
National Forest according to 
Gray F. Reynolds, forest 
supervisor. 

Under these restrictions, 
campfires are allowed in de¬ 
veloped camp and picnic 
grounds only. Campfires 
must be confined to stoves 
or grills provided at these 
developed sites. Portable 
backpacker stoves and pres¬ 
surized fuel stoves may be 
used outside of developed 


campgrounds with a fire per¬ 
mit. Fire permits are also re¬ 
quired for hike-in trail camp¬ 
grounds. 

Closure of the foothill area 
from Arroyo Seco Canyon 
near Pasadena to San Antonio 
Canyon below Mount Baldy 
Village is also being put into 
effect. Entry into the closure 
is permitted by permit on a 
daily basis according to daily 
fire danger rating computed 
from weather conditions. 

Entry permits and fire per¬ 
mits are available at Forest 
Service Ranger Stations and 
at the Forest Supervisor’s 
Office, 150 S. Los Robles 
Avenue, Pasadena, CA 91101, 
(213) 577-0050.

(This is Part III and the final 
segment of the investigation 
and report concerning the 
Sierra Madre Community 
Hospital. Ed.) 

One long-time member of 
the Sierra Madre Board of 
Trustees, now apparently call¬ 
ed the Board of Directors, 
said, “I don’t really know 
who appoints our Board any¬ 
more.” 

This statement exhibits 
some of the mild misgivings 
and continuing perplexities en¬ 
countered among a number 
of individuals who had been 
closely identified with the 
hospital in various capacities 
for many years. 

All seemed to agree that 
something had to be done, 
and that something was indeed 
done, presumably for the bet¬ 
ter, but the precise nature of 
what was done, and the long¬ 
term implications of the actions 
taken are not clear through¬ 
out the community to which 
this hospital uRimately be-‘ 
longs. 

Areas of controversy and 
confusion which may exist 
appear related principally to 
the re-structured order of con¬ 
trol and responsibility. The 
diagram shown nearby was 
prepared from sketches made 
by attorney Gary Kearney in 
an effort to illustrate and com¬ 
pare the hospital organization 
before and after the affilia¬ 
tion. 


The diagram illustrates that 
the Sierra Madre Community 
Hospital Foundation, while 
the name is retained, no 
longer exists as a large group 
of local citizens to hold an¬ 
nual public meetings and se¬ 
lect the functioning Board 
of Trustees. 

As the "group member” 
of the foundations’ corporate 
body, it has been replaced by 
a “sole member,” to wit: The 
Foothill Medical Centers, Inc. 
Thus, this local input and in¬ 
volvement, going back to Dr. 
Groth, has been eliminated. 

The Foothill Medical Cen¬ 
ters, Inc. is controlled by a 
Board of Directors made up 
of six directors from the Foot¬ 
hill Presbyterian Board and 
three from the Sierra Madre 
Hospital Board. 

In an interview with Janet 
Wood, a member of the Sierra 
Madre Hospital Board since 
its inception, she indicated 
that some members felt they 
were losing identity and losing 
^trol over the hospital pro¬ 
perty, valued in excess of $2 
million by Ted Rutherford, 
real estate investment broker 
and instructor at PCC. 

It was to avoid these things 
that much earlier the Board 
terminated take-over discus¬ 
sions with the Arcadia Metho¬ 
dist Hospital. 

Hence, according to Janet 
Wood, the “super majority” 
amendment was insisted upon 
and finally added by the at¬ 
torneys to the By-Laws of the 


Foothill Medical Centers, Inc. 
It provides as follows: 

“Section 10. Actions Re¬ 
quiring Supermajority 
Vote. Notwithstanding 
any other provisions of 
these By-Laws, any action 
taken by the Board of 
this corporation which 
(i) would dissolve Sierra 
Madre Community Hos¬ 
pital Foundation, a Cal¬ 
ifornia Non Profit Public 
Benefit Corporation of 
which this corporation is 
the sole member, (ii) 
would result in the sale 
of Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Hospital or fiii) 
would alter the purposes 
of Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Hospital, Foun¬ 
dation as stated in its 
Articles of Incorporation 
must be approved by at 
least seven of the nine 
directors.” 

Since there are six Foothill 
directors and three Sierra 
Madre directors on the Foot¬ 
hill Medical Centers board, 
this would give the ostensible 
reassurance that at least one 
member of the three from 
Sierra Madre would have to go 
along with the six from Foot¬ 
hill before the hospital could 
be dissolved or its property 
sold. ' 

This reassurance, however, 
does not fullly contemplate 
a maverick member of the Si¬ 
erra Madre group, nor does it 
take into consideration the

A year ago the Pasadena 
School Board elected to lease 
the campus of the former 
Sierra Mesa Elementary 
School to the Christian high 
school since the campus had 
been empty following the 
closing of the school three 
years earlier. 

And after the school be¬ 
came enscounced in its newly- 
leased facility, there were 
some neighbors abutting the 
school who complained about 
noise and unavailability of 
the school property use for 
local residents. 

However, the school and 
the residents now seem to 
have resolved any differences 
and are living together with 
a minimum of problems. 

“A year ago we came to 
what had been an elementary 
school. That had to be trans¬ 
formed into a high school 
campus. We had a lot of un¬ 
certainties concerning pro¬ 
grams working well here. And 
now a year later we have 
structured our campus in a 
way we think meets the pro¬ 
gram needs best so we have 
that type of security. We 
know how to utilize the cam¬ 
pus better than we did a year 
ago,” McKinley noted re¬ 
cently. 

“A year ago no neighbor¬ 
hood problems had surfaced. 
And now after considerable 
work we still have a couple 
who let us know when there 


are problems. By and large, 

there have*been very few prob¬ 
lems and we’ve tried to deal 
with those as they came up,” 
McKinley smiled. 

“Another factor that is sig¬ 
nificant: We’ve got to know 
the community better. By this 
time we have a better com¬ 
munication throughout the 
community. We feel like we’re 
gradually fitting in, we’re 
being absorbed comfortably,” 
the principal said. 

McKinley said, “I think a 
big factor for me has been the 
community newspaper. I read 


it through and acquire names 
and organizations, actions and 
movements I would not other¬ 
wise know.” 

That takes us up to today. 
How about tomorrow? 

“We tend to see the num¬ 
bers of applications to Mara¬ 
natha increasing. We are al¬ 
ready approaching maximum 
limits at this campus. We have 
always felt we have a commit¬ 
ment to the Christian com¬ 
munity and West San Gabriel 
Valley that any young person 
who wants a Christian edu¬ 
cation should have the oppor-

tunity for that. We don’t 
want to deny anyone.” 

McKinley went on, “That 
challenges us either to relo¬ 
cate to a larger campus or to 
start the second school at 
some other point in the (San 
Gabriel) valley. The third al¬ 
ternative is to restrict enroll¬ 
ment since we have nearly 
grown to capacity here. And 
we don’t reallly want to go in 
that direction.” 

The school is growing, he 
said, and officials are not in 
a position of recruiting stu¬ 
dents. “We always have more 
applications than we can com¬ 
fortably deal with. That does 
enable us to grow at a some¬ 
what controlled pace, but 
there are limitations here.” 

What limitations are the 
most difficult to handle? 

“The total acreage is too 
small to accommodate a field 
and parking area to allow for 
continuing growth,” the prin¬ 
cipal said. “We don’t have 
enough field room at this 
point. With growth we would 
not have enough parking 
space. We have already re¬ 
ceived permission from the 
city to bring in extra class¬ 
rooms,” McKinley explained. 

“Right now we’re debating: 
can we provide more to the 
students by having one large 
school or two smaller schools 
to maintain an individualized, 
personalized schooling?” the 
auburn-haired, tall principal 
asked. “Those are questions 
we must answer soon.” 

What direction is the school 


taking academically? 

McKinley answered, “We’re 
working hard ti^ repne the ed¬ 
ucational program here, and 
the right direction to develop 
a stronger academic and spiri¬ 
tual program to meet the needs 
of the students. The quality 
of the teachers is extraordin¬ 
ary.” 

How can they find the type 
of teacher who works his or 
her classes and also spends 
so many hours on extracurri¬ 
cular activities? 

McKinley smiled, “They 
view this job as a ministry, 
not just as a job. They are not 
serving Maranatha or Bill 
McKinley. They are bound to 
give the students spiritual 
leadership and moral training 
with first rate academics. 
They are not just holding 
down a job.” 

Jack Green, early principal 
of the school who chooses to 
go back to classroom teaching 
of his history classes, echoed 
McKinley’s words, “This 
town has given us a breath 
of fresh air,” 

Green said, “It has been a 
wonderful year. I enjoy this 
close community and we are 
now a part of it. What shop¬ 
ping I do is here.” 

Norm Conard, director of 
development and originator 
of “Under the Liberty Tree,” 
the school’s television program 
that has become internationally 
known, said, “Sierra Madre 
is the kind of community 
everyone likes. It’s a small 
town in the middle of Los 
Angeles.”

Glass Recycling 
Reaches New High 


A record 384 million glass 
bottles and jars were recycled 
in California in 1981, accord¬ 
ing to Glass Packaging Insti¬ 
tute (GPl). 

The trade association for 
glass bottle makers says 16 
California glass plants recycled 


18% more containers than the 
year before. 

In total, 216 million pounds 
of glass bottles were crushed 
and melted down to make new 
bottles, thereby reducing litter 
and solid waste burdens in the 


Although Group O blood is 
the most common type, the 
summer shortage of Group 
O is more acute than the 
shortage in other categories, 
according to Norman Keai , 
adminstrator. Red Cross 
Blood Services. 

The Group O situation has 
been growing more serious 
over a period of several years 
and at times has caused the 
postponement of surgical pro¬ 
cedures, Rear explained. 
During the past month, it 
has been in very short supply, 
he added. 

“No hard evidence exists 
to explain the shortage of 
Group O,” Kear said. “We 
know that many of our regular 
donors go on vacation this 
time of year, and that may 
be one good reason. As to the 
ongoing shortage, we can 
only speculate.” 
most common blood group 
will be the most needed, de¬ 
mand exceeds supply here at 
all times. Also, Group O, 
often termed “universal,” can 
be transfused to patients 
with other groups in an emer¬ 
gency. Most trauma centers 
maintain a supply for this 
purpose. 

Contributing to the specu¬ 
lation are studies that indicate 
persons with Group O may 
bleed more profusely or may 
be more susceptible to bleeding 
problems. 

Another theory is that the 
changing population “mix” 
in Southern California may 
be a factor. Approximately 
45% of the U.S. population 
has Group O blood, while in 
Mexico City some 70V» of the 
people have Group O. The 


rise in the Latino population 
in both Los Angeles and 
Orange Counties could be 
contributing to the demand. 

Recently the region has 
often operated with less than 
60% of the desired level of 
Group O at a time when the 
total blood supply was steadily 
rising. 

I June, a record 32,678 
units were collected locally, 
up 12% from the previous 
June. Fiscal 1981-82 saw 378,092 
units collected, up 6.8% over 
the previous fiscal period in 
the two-county region. 

Red Cross serves 220 hos¬ 
pitals in this area. These hos¬ 
pitals require more blood than 
local collections provide, so 
Red Cross obtains approxi¬ 
mately 50,000 additional units 
annually from other voluntary 
donor centers in other parts 
of the country. However, it is 
not possible to supplement 
Group O supplies because of 
shortages elsewhere.

Pasadena was granted 
unanimous approval last week 
by the Local Agency Forma¬ 
tion Commission to annex the 
Shaw Ranch, 25 acres of un¬ 
incorporated county territory 
between Pasadena Glen and 
Upt>er Hastings Ranch north 
of the flood control district 
debris basin. 

Under city regulations fire 
hydrants will be required every 
300 feet as opposed to every 
600 feet under county rules, 
Pasadena also requires non¬ 
combustible roofs .
